We give our. money to these 
organizations, and the officers and agents 
of these societies do a great deal of blessed 
work, we doubt not. But meanwhile the 
great body of our church membership are 


relieved from all personal ministration. | 


They shut themselves up to their own 
affairs, and seldom speak the kind word, or 
give from their own hands comforts to the 
needy and the troubled. 
~ Outside of our cities, in smaller towns, 
where are no organizations for relief, there 
are many cases of suffering, to which no 
one ministers. And in the cities there are 
many persons who are not objects of charity 
in the modern attenuated sense, who do 
lack and would be so grateful for the kindly 
attentions of that broader, richer, deeper 
thing, the primitive Love. The city mis- 
sionary, the official agent of some society 
has no business with such, has no access to 
them. They do not want his charity, they 
want the ncighborly ministration of Christ- 
ian friendship. 

In-new communities like our own, there 
are always persons living, close at our 
doors, who are strangers, who are passing 
into sickness or bereavement, or under the 

- shadow of trouble or care, or absolute want. 
It is the office of the church in that place 
to take these persons up into its love and 
pray ; it is the divinely appointed office 
of every member of that charch to bear his 
part in such ministration. 

Such personal ministration, prompted by 
Christian Love, will be so gratefully re- 
ceived. A genuine ministry to us, when we 
are in real want, is sweet; if it be but a 
cup of cold water, given at the right time— 
the time when the fever is on the tongue— 
if it be but a bit of something new for the 

- wearied and dull taste, it will be greeted 


with unaffected pleasure; if it be but a, 


word fitly spoken, it will be better than ap- 
ples of gold in pictures of silver. It is, 
indeed, strange to know how great a benefit 
will come sometimes from some slightest 
act of friendly winistration. When Chap- 
lain Trumbull, one of the speakers at these 
last anniversaries in Boston, had finished 
his address, a sea-captain, well known in 
that city, arose in the audience and thanked 
the chaplain, because, as the captain suid, 
when his son lay dying in the rebel prison, 
Mr. Trumbull had ministered to the boy’s 
comfort and pointed him to his Sayior. 
“ My son will be the first to welcome FOUs 
sir, in the heavenly land.” 

And this office of personal tntivistrsition 
was the distinctive office of our dear Lord 
himself. He came, not principally to teach, 
not to be purer, more just, more honest 
than other men—though this he was—but 
“to minister ;” “not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister.” The signs of His Mes- 
siahship, as he states them Himself, were 
that He did miraculous works of good will 


to the sick and suffering, and preached 


good news of immortal life to the poor. 
On the very night of the Supper, by an 
expressive act, still celebrated as a sacra- 
ment’in some branches of the church, He 
took a towel and washed the feet of his 
disciples, in order to show them that their 
great office was one of perenne ministra- 
tion to each other. © 

But perhaps we get the most convincing 
; persuasion respecting the dear place that 
this office holds in our Lord’s judgment of 
character, when we reflect that He counts 
all such service to our fellow creatures as a 
personal ministry to Himself. After George | 
Peabody had given $2,500,000 to the ser- 
vice of the London poor, it was esteemed 
& great act of generous feeling, on the part 
of the Queen, that she wrote him an auto- 
graph letter, conveying royal thanks. It 
was as if Her Majesty would say: “ What 
thou hast done for the London poor, thou 
hast done for me.” But she did not say as 
much as that. For few Kings or Queens 
have ever taken their whole’ people, espe- 
cially the sick and suffering ones, so into 
their hearts, that every deed of kindness 
conferred upon those people was esteemed 
a personal favor to themselves. But our 
Lord has so identified himself with our 


humanity, He so bears its griefs and carries 
its sorrows, that every ministration of love 
to those for whom he died, is to Him as the 
alabaster box which Mary, of Bethany, 
broke for His own burial. How could our 
Lord more tenderly and beautifully recom- 
mend to his church the office of personal 
? 


Of Preachers and Preaching 


Tt were much to be that we should 
always receive things for just what they 
are, in themselves considered, and not to 
accept them for what may be merely adven- 
titious and circumstantial. The. holy and 
precious things of the Gospel, which ¢hrist- 
ian teachers and preachers have in trust to 
bestow, are essentially the same for all peo. 
ples and times. Considered beforehand

is the pity, for_the Gospel’s sake and our 
own, for men are very notional and bard to 
be suited. 

When the Apostles turned away from 
the Jews at Antioch, they did not do it be- 
cause their looks, or manners, or persons 
were criticised and disliked. We know 
But because those 
hearers contradicted and blasphemed, and 
by their conduct showed themselves un- 
worthy. Those hearers rejected their holy 
things and turned to rend them, and there- 
fore they had good reason for their course. 

They did not act out of regard to their 
own feelings, but out of regard to their suc- 
cess in presenting the claims of the Gospel. 
And this must always be the rule for those 
who present the doctrines of Christ for the 
acceptance of a people. The rule of use- | 
fulness and success for the Gospel’s sake 
must be their rule. And if they find it, 
unfortunately, to be the case that people 
are so much influenced. by the results of 
taste, education, and prejudice that they 
will not hear the gospel, but reject it rather 
—not for what it is in itself, but because 
they fancy not the preachers’ looks, man- 
ners, styles, methods, or persons, and have 
so magnified these things as to make their 
success impracticable and hinder their use- 
fulness, then it amounts to a case of the 
‘casting away of pearls, and teachers of re- 
ligion are bound in duty to regard this rule, 
and to turn away to those who have no such 
prejudices, or fancies, to come in between 
them and the teachings of Christ. 

The chief rule with christian teachers 
must always be, regard for the success and 
power of the gospel, and the highest pros- 
pective usefulness in presenting it; having 
no desire so great as this, that it shall be 
accepted as the power of God unto salva- 
tion. 

And still, as said before, other eens the 
same, and when people can have the privi- 
lege of choosing, and can do so without hurt 
to the cause .of Christ, it is their right to 
select and prefer those to present the doc- 
trines and precepts of the gospel to them 
who are agreeable in person, pleasing in 
style, manner, and so on; provided, that, in 
force, power, resources, manly accomplish- 
ments, a steady, unshrinking moral courage, 
and christian earnestness and unction, they 
be inferior to no others. Then people may 
have their preferences; may exercise their 
discretion, and ought to do it, knowing just 
what they do. 

So, on the other hand, in all christian 
countries, those who have earnestly sought 
to prepare themselves to become christian 
teachers by reading, study, and hard disci- 
pline of mind and heart, and a severe school- 
ing in human nature, are permitted—the 
prospect of usefulness and general success 
in their work being the same, jiere or there 
—to gratify their personal preferences, 
with respect to climate, section, country, 
intelligence, cultivation, and other things 
which may bear upon their comfort and 
happiness. And they are not to be blamed 
for doing this, as though they sought their 
own ease, or their personal enjoyment su- 
premely. These things have no room to 
come in till the ‘great fact of the highest 
degree of usefulness and success is entirely 
at rest; and then they may come in, and 
they should. 

For we are not bound to live ina bail 
of barrens, and eternal snows, when we 
may accomplish all the ends of life as well 
elsewhere. We are not bound to wear hair 
garments and thorny girdles, to sleep on 
stones, and live in hovels, unless it can be 
clearly shown that so, and so only, we can 
do the most good and look forward to the 
highest and largest success. -

Color Rabies.—Fourth of July. 

A general invitation was issued from the 
office of Grand Marshal Badger to all mili- 
tary, firemen, and civic societies to partici- 
pate in the ceremonies of Independence 
Day. Special invitations were issued to 
the officers and members of Hannibal, Vic- 
toria, and Olive Branch lodges, to unite 
with the citizens of San Francisco on that 
occasion. Hannibal and Victoria lodges 
accepted the invitation, and sent a note to 


that effect, requesting that places should be. 
assigned them. 


They were then informed, 
in substance, that the Committee did not 
know, at the time of issuing the invitations, 
that these lodges were composed of black 
men. “Hannibal” would be somewhat 
suggestive of color to men not over obtuse. 
But, under a strong pressure of Copper- 
head and Fenian influence, the Marshal 
and his assistants made the discovery, 
finally, that the Hannibal Lodge was com- 
posed of black. men, and refused to assign 
them any place in the procession. Traitors 
and Copperheads, generally, were jubilant. 
They had dictated terms to the Marshal, 
and he had.ignominiously capitulated.

The Spanish squadron has just left this 
It is surmised that they have gone 
south to intercept the Peruvian iron clads 
expected from Europe. 

The bombardment has caused about ten 
millions loss, of which one million falls on 


the Government property, including four 


out of five blocks of Custom House stores. 
Three-fourths of the balance—say six or 
seven millions—fall on.neutrals. 

The U.S. vessels Vanderbilt, Monadnock, 
Powhatan, Mahongo, and Tuscarora are 
here. The Suwanee%s expected about ten 
days hence, with Admiral Pearson. 

It is supposed there may be a change in 
the Cabinet soon. Great dissatisfaction is 
expressed among the people that so little 
has been accomplished. It is lamentable 
that this harbor should not be defended even 
now, after six months of war. : 

The annual meeting of the Valparaiso 
Bible Society was held recently. Upwards 
of 1,800 copies of the Scripture have been 
sold duvied the past year, 2,500 other vol- 
umes; 33,000 tracts and papers distributed;

The colporteur of the Society is not al- 
lowed to visit the naval seamen’s ward in 
the British Hospital, by order of the phy- 
sician, at the request of the chaplain of H. 
B. M. ship Leander. Neither has he been 
allowed to go on board or

The U.S. Vanderbilt has an ex- 
ellent Chaplain and preacher, the Rey. 
James Bush, a graduate of Yale College, 
and pastor of an Episcopal church in 
Orange, N ew Jersey. He has preached in 
Santiago two or three times for the Rev. 
Mr. Gilbert, and for our congregation here, 
as well as in the English Episcopal church. 

In the Southern section of this country 
there is an active German minister, Rev. 
Alfred Tysska, who has organized, within 
a year, four congregations; one at Port 
Montt, a second at Osorno, a third at Union, 
a fourth at Valdivia. He cries aloud for 
assistance to erect four churches for these 
young congregations. They are composed 
of Germans, and in that language the ser- 
vices are conducted.

are situated. We are glad to learn that the 
Sears Union Water: Co. intend to extend 
their ditch, and supply the ridge, as far as 
possible. The Sierra Co., at Gold Canon, 
which has penetrated this ridge with a tun- 
nel three-fifths of a mile long—much of it 
through rock almost as hard as iron—is now 


taking out»rich dirt, which pays $2,000 


per week for the labor of twenty-five men. 
At Howland Flat the same channel, reached 
by tunnels from the other side of the ridge, 
is yielding largely, but is worked at a large 
expense. At Eureka, Brandy City, and 
other points where the hydraulic hose is 
used, wherever the miners were prepared 


_ to profit by it, the abundance of water dur- 


ing the last Spring has led to an almost 
‘“* unprecedented yield of gold. Many of 
the diggings will return a net profit of double 
their former yield, and money will be more 
plentiful than for several years.” 

Messrs. Cole & Stevens, of Brandy City, 


have lengthened their sluices to a distance 
‘of over two miles. A recent clean-up, in 
_two of the upper flumes, yielded 420 ounces. 


Along the. Yuba, and south of it, more at- 


tention has been paid to quartz, but, except 
-in a few instances, without remunerative 


results. The glory of Sierra, in this re- 
spect, is the great lead at the Buttes—one 
of the very best, for rich and steady pay, 
Only two Companies are 
located upon it, one of which for several 


-years has taken out, on the average about 


$1,000,000 per annum. This Company 
has never called for an assessment. The 
mine has built its own mills, paid its share 
in the construction of the large flume that 
winds about the dizzy precipices of that 
magnificent old mountain, looking as though 
swung in the air; developed itself, and 
paid handsome dividends almost all the

These ledges are well defined and unques- 
tionably permanent; and itis a matter of 
wonder that extensions are not taken on 
them.

A good 
move is the organization at Downieville of a 
Prospecting Association, designed to keep 
competent prospecters constantly in the field, 
each subscriber toshare in the locations ac- 
cording to the stock taken. We only beg 
them to prospect faithfully; to avoid all 
hurry; to eschew wild-cat; to make sure 
the rock will pay and the ledge is where 
you think it is, before you press it on the 
market, and thus run the risk of further 
damage to your county’s good name.

Local News. . 


—QOn Tuesday of last week, says the San Ma- 
teo Gazette, two of the rails of the San Jose Rail- 
road track, near town, were discovered to be sprung 
some seven inches out of place. The railroad men 
were notified of the fact, and it was replaced in 
season for the next train. The rails, it appears, 
were sprung by expansion, caused by the intense 


‘heat of the sun on that day. The spikes were 


torn out as if they had been cambric needles, and 
all of the ties from each end of the rail. Each 
rail had to be cut off before it could be replaced. 
It is quite necessary that the section men should 
keep a sharp lookout for the entire track on warm 
days, as it would be impossible for the engineer to 
discover this class of dangers in time to prevent 
his train from going off the track.

hall of worship, not far from a hundred and fifty 
feet in length, and provided with 3,000 chairs for 
worshippers. These are of oak and richly carved. 
The number. of seats on the ground floor, and de- 
voted to the men, is precisely equal to the number 
in the two galleries, devoted exclusively to the use 
of the women. The finish of the interior is of the 
most elaborate kind, and yet there is not a word 
or a symbql in the building, except the imitation 
of the commandments behind the pulpit. The 
windows are all richly painted, yet without any 
figures or symbols whatever, with the exception of 
the commandments behind the pulpit. The ground 
color of the walls is brown, but it is so profusely 


in gold, that the eye is dazzled with the splendor. 
The whole is lighted with two thousand burners. 
and the cost of the gas burned each hour is about 
fifty dollars. ‘The rooms for committees, for small 
meetings, are as splendid in their way as the main 
hall. ‘The general arrangement of the pulpit’ 
reading desk, pews, and galleries is not unlike 


‘that of a christian church, and yet there is a cer- 


tain undefinable something which seemed different. 
All was more or less Oriental in its general effect. 
The organ is in the lower gallery, not opposite the 
pulpit, but is at the same end with it. Itis a first 
class instrument, but is entirely concealed from 
view by a screen.

A chapter of well settled facts. 
calf’s key to bee keeping presents the fol- 
lowing: | | 

1. All stocks of bees should be kept 
strong in numbers. :

Sheep. 


We copy the following excellent suggest- 
ions about sheep from a circular issued by 
F.C. D. McKay, Esq., the genefal agent of 
the American Emigrant Company. The 
company have already over 10,000 sheep 
scattered among the farmers who have pur- 
chased Jand of them, in flocks ranging in 
size from fifty to two hundred head. 
1. Keep sheep dry under foot with litter. 
This is even more necessary than roofing 
them. Never let them stand or lie in mud 
or snow. 
2. Take up lamb bucks early in the sum- 
mer, and keep them until December Ist, 
following, when they may be turned out. 
8. Drop or take out the lowest bars as 
the sheep leave the yard, thus saving broken 
limbs. 
4, Count, every day. : 
do. Begin graining with the greatest care, 
and use the smallest quantity at first. 
6. If a ewe loses her lamb, milk daily 
fora few days, and mix a Jittlé“alum with 
7. Let no hogs eat with the sheep, espe- 
cially in the spring. _ gee. 
‘8. Give the lambs a little “milk feed ” 
in the time Of weaning! 
9. Never frighten sheep, if possible to 
“10. Sow rye for weak ones in cold 
weather, if you can. 
11. Separate all weak, or thin, or sick, 
from those strong, in the fall, and give them 
special care. 
12. If any sheep is hurt, catch it at once 
and wash the wound well, and if it is in fly 
time, apply spirits of turpentine daily, and 
always wash with with something -heali.g. 
If a limb is broken, bind it with splinters, 
tightly, loosening as the limb swells. 
13. Keep a number of good bells on the 
sheep. 
14. Don’t let sheep spoil wool with chaff 
or burs. 
15. Cut tag locks in early spring. 
16. For scours, give pulverized alum in 
wheat bran—prevent by taking great care 
in changing dry for green food.. 
17. If one is lame, examine the foot, 
clean out between the hoofs, pare the hoof, 
if unsound, and apply~tobacco, with blue
